' KaTHMANRO, the capital of Nepal lies 
in latitute 28' 10' N. and longitude 85^ 15' E. of 
Greenwich, according to Reunell, and may 
from its centrical situation be considered as the 
intermediate emporium of traffic between India 
and Tartary. The political intercourse with 
the two Northern Governments is chiefly con* 
ducted by means of amanuensies and prolocu- 
tors, who are perspns of distinction and consider- 
ation, and if they are not so generally by origin 
or birth, they are sought for and patronized by 
either Governments, for their own mutual in- 
terests and are soon elevated to that degree of 
dignity, and consequence which entitles them 
to the appellation of distinguished personages, 
precisely in the same manner as we employ 
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Wukeels, or accredited agents to speak our sen^ 
timents to the contracting, poyrer^^ If mediatora 
of language b^o^such demand oxx the part of 
two states q^iguoOs to ea[ch other, how much 
more desirable must the object be to us, to.pos-^ 
sess the means, within oursekes, of facilitating 
our correspondence with a nation, with whoin 
we. have been and 9^re hitherto comparatively 
little acquainted. It may be assumed as a posin 
tion, embracing considerable plausibility, that 
the Nepalese have hf^d dealings with the low^ 
Iftnd inhal;>itants for a protracted period^ arising; 
from the invasions, and conquests, which the 
mountaineers have from time to time projected 
and atchieved on the feudal s^nd independeixC 
potentates, (whose* possessions extended to the 
Confines, nay even the plains of Hindooslan, by 
virtue of inheritance from their predecessors,} 
thereby insinuating, that (by an Indispensably

ipumst^nces^ tbey, the N^palese^ must inevita« 
bly have come into close contact in ^11 secular 
transactioas with the low-landei^ and from the 
settlement of the territory whiStPtbey had gain-* 
ed) and the subsequent Government1;>f the same^ 
as also^ the purchase of consumptive commodi^ 
ties which were required to supply their wants^ 
^ther real or imaginary, created by local in«* 
fluence,) the higb-landers must indubitably 
];iave imbibed a considerable proportion of the 
modes and habits of Hindoostan^ and from ne-»' 
<)evitpui» QpUpquial communication, ys^ih their 
gifl^fe^ts, the associating part of the Nepalese 
must of course have acquired, a competent 
knowledge of the dialect of the countryy w:hicl>

all the cognate languages derived from the 
Sungskreet) in the termination of the eases of 
a noun, so that the scholar witl have no diffi^ 
culty in recognising with accuracy and pcom 
nounding with precision their respective syno- 
nymous powers intheirdifl^rent positions, when* 
ever he meets them. — ^The Nepalese is not very 
difficult of attainment, as, with the exception 
of a few peculiarities, in inflexion and conju- 
gation, its general principles of construction, 
bear a near affinity to all its kindred Hindee 
dialects both in philological structure, and sig- 
nification of radical words.

is so very close an emanation from the Sung;skreet, re* 
ferencetoitfor technica to explain the nature of words 
and the rudiments, is unavoidable.'-^The prepositi-- 
ons or prefixes, therefore, are denominated (3Qf T ) 
which being placed before primitive verbs or nouns 
form derivatives^ and occasion a difference in mean- 
ing — Vide Carjcy's Sungskreet and Marhatta Gram- 
mars.
